Non-Readers Lead 
Restricted Lives 


By MICK! SELTZER 


What is it like to live in 
Columbus, Ohio and not 
be able to read? 

It’s ‘a very restricted life, 
according to Paula 
Schneiderman, director of 
Ohio State University’s 
new Right-To-Read 
program. 

For one person —who 
came to Right-To-Read for 
help, a lack of reading 
skills-meant_passing_up a 
job promotion. 

For another, it meant 
always buying and cooking 
the same foods. 

“Beginning readers 
usually go to the same 
places, buy the same 
things and restrict the 
range of their activities,” 
Schneiderman noted. 

She estimates there are 
30-50,000 people in Colum- 
bus who are functionally 
illiterate. In other words, 
they are unable to read 
and write well enough to 
cope with the daily 
requirements of living. 
They can’t vote, maintain 
checking accounts or fill 


out” job applications 
adequately. 
The Right-To-Read 


program is offering new 
hope for this group of 
people with an innovative 
approach to solving their 
reading problems. Instead 
of teaching reading in 
traditional ways, the 
program helps its clients 
by working with them in- 
dividually on the practical 
skills they need to function 
in their daily: lives. 

Located at 1100 N. High 
St., in the same building as 
CMACAO, the program 
was started with federal 
funding last fall. It was 
developed. by Schneider- 
man in _ partnership with 
her husband, Leonard, a 
professor of social work at 
Ohio State University. 

The social work aspect 
of the program involves 
research into the problems 
associated with lack of 
reading skills, as well as 
recruitment for the 
La ram and interpretation.

“Often, they just need 
more confidence. When 
they come across a word it 
lays them out. They have to 
learn to guess at words.” 

The Right-To-Read 
program at present has 43 
students and 19 tutors. 
Most of the tutors are 
volunteers who are given 
eight hours of training, 
either in four evening™ 
sessions or in an extended 
Saturday session with a 
short follow-up session. 

Students come with a 
variety of goals and vary 
widely in age and ex- 
perience. Intelligence 
levels vary also, and many 
students are very in- 
telligent and articulate. 

The program has at least 
10 people who came 
because they wanted to 
read the Bible. One 
student, a motel maid, 
wanted to be a nurse’s 
aidé and to learn to drive. 
She didn't want to take the 
oral driving test, however, 
and be exposed as a non- 
reader. 

A plumber who came to 
the program was unlicen- 
sed as a plumber because 
he couldn't pass the writ- 
ten test.

Immunization For Children 


Ohio Health Director Dr. 
John Ackerman is urging 
school systems to go 
through their records to 
locate children who need 
immunizations. : 

Too many Ohio children 

not have protection, 
Ackerman said, and are 
unnecessarily contributing 
to possible epidemics. He 
said the current wave of 
measies outbreaks-in many 
parts of the country is a 
result of uneven enforce- 
ment of laws requiring im- 
munizations and a lax 
public attitude toward 
«childhood immunizations. 

Ackerman said Ohio iaw 
requires that all children in 
school receive protection 
against polio, measles, 
rubella (German measies), 
diphtheria, tetanus and 
pertussis. Under the law, 
local boards of education 
are responsible for en- 
forcing the law by refusing 
to admit children who have 
not received the approved 
list of immunizations.

Health figures show that 
more than 100,000 Ohio 
children are without pro- 
tection against measies, 
while more than 200,000 
are not immunized. against 
polio, 

“These figures indicate 
that Ohio has the potential 
for serious epidemics,” 
Ackerman said. 

Ackerman also urged 
parentst_to take a look at 
their children’s vac- 
cinnation records. Those 
with very young children 
should take them to a doc- 
tor or health department 
clinic-and not wait untit the 
children are old enough to 
enter school.

Functionally Illiterate 
Still A Problem 


Nearly 42 percent.of-17-year-old-black 
students are still functionally illiterate, 
according to a study by the National 
Assessment of Educational Progress. 
Overall, however, the study found that 
the basic reading skills of most 17-year 
old students in the nation tmproved 
slightly since 1971. 

The NAEP tested 4,200 public and 
private schoo! students in 1971, 1974 and 
1975, comparing their abilities to follow 
instructions on such “basic” items as re- 
port cards, street signs, store coupons, 
newspapers, telephone diractories .and 
insurance forms. 


_.__NAEP's director Roy H. Forbes ‘said 


that between 1971 and 1975, students 
showed an “over-all improvement” in 
reading skills. But, he added that the re- 
sults show “atleast 1 out of 10 of those 


students about to leave high school is 


il 


stilt not able to do basic, everyday read- 
ing tasks,” 
Forbes said the ratio of functional ill- 


iterates-varies across the country-from.10 - 


out of 20 in “high-socioeconomic” areas 
to 1 out of 5 in disadvantaged-areas: 

One area in which student perform- 
ance declined over the survey period was 
“report card reading.” The students were 
given a sample report card and asked to 
tell on which subject the recipient Was 
improving. The number of students who 
answered that question correctly drop- 
ped from 80 percent in 1971 to 68 percent 
in 1975. 

Students showed the most improve- 
ment on reading “help wanted” ads and 
store coupons. 

This is certainly not. a pretty picture for 
our school boards to face. If education 
doesn't teach students to read, then their 
going to school is not only a waste of 
their time, but taxpayers money as well. 
Maybe if we got back to the basic 3-R’s, 
we could make a dent in this illiteracy 
and, perhaps some reduction in our high 
unemployment rate. 


Exposing True Colors 


The most devastating blizzard in the 
history of our state has indirectly ex- 
posed the true colors of some of the most 
blatant opponents of busing children as 
a means of implementing the school de- 
segregation order of the highest court in 
the land. .

Handguns Target Of Bills 


Try once and fail, try, try again, seems to be the 
guiding force behind rts to tighten restrictions on 
<7) mand use of handguns io. During virtually 
“every session of the Ohio 24) eee 
pened bills -have_been introduced aimed at cracking 
down on the sale of handguns, with emphasis placed 
on the cheap, so called “Saturday Night Specials," 
The current 112th General Assembly Is no excep- 
tion. Although the session is less than two months, at 
least a half dozen bills dealing wphh weapons of the 
handgun. variety have been introduced. 

One of the first such measures was sponsored by 
Sen. M. Morris Jackson (D-Cleveland). S.B. 25, if 
passed, would prohobit the manufacture and sale of 
handgun ammunition. 

House Bill 57, presented by Reps. Ike Thompson 
and John D. Thompson, both Cleveland Democrats, is 
designed to control the acquistion, possession, and 
use of handguns. 

Last Wednesday before the mid-week assembly 
recess, the Thompsons were co-sponsors of yet an- 
other proposal aimed at curbing pistol trafficking, 
Rep. Troy James, also of Cleveland, is the chief spon. 
sor of H.B. 208. 

This legislation, introduced on Feb. 8, is pernaps, 
more comprehensive than the others. It requires fire- 
arms dealers to wait five days before delivering a 
handgun to a purchaser, and provides terms of actual 
incarceration for any person having a firearm on or 

about his person while committing certain offenses 
and carrying a concealed deadly or dangerous or- 
dinance. 

Incidentally, the chief sponsors of all the above 
mentioned bills are black. The 12 black lawmakers, 10 
in the House and two in the Senate, are also co-spon- 
sors of other gun bills introduced by their white coll- 
eagues. No hearing had been set on any of the bills 
as of last week. ; 

Although he declined to reveal his plans, Rep. 
William Mallory, House Majority Leader, informed this 
reporter that he is working on legislation that will be 
of great public interest. The popular Cincinnati 
legislator said he recognized that | was “snooping 
around. for a news item, so l'll give you something to 
speculate on.” 

Veteran Youngstown attorney William Green was a 
visitor to the office -of Gov. James A. Rhodes last 
Thursday: While he insisted that he was in the Capital 
City on a legal matter, he was later ushered into the 
office of Roy Martin, Rhodes’ patronage chief, for a 
conference.

There are the first glimmerings of a new war 
between the states, this one an economic war. Voices 
are being raised about the way states in the south and 
west are growing fast while those in the east and cen- 
tral parts of the country are growing slowly or 
“—0 into decline. 

economic resurgence of the south illustrates 
this. Between 1970 and 1975 population there in- 
creased” by 4.6 percent compared td a one percent 
rise in the north, while non-farm jobs increased by 
16.7 percent compared to a measly 1.3 percent rise in 
the north, 

Much of the new business boom in those states is 
dué to Cheap power, weak unions, tax concessions 
from state and local governments, and favorable 
weather. ; 

But many people claim that the boom is en- 
couraged by other forces too, especially federal 
favoritism in policies that take tax dollars from the 
north and speed them southward in the form of fed- 
eral spending. “ 

. Many northern states are in “deficit,” while sunbelt 
states enjoy a high “surplus.” The Great Lakes states, 
for example, sent $62 billion to Washington in taxes, 
but got back only about $43 billion in total federal 
spending there. Southern states, on the other hand, 
got back $11.5 billion more in federal spending than 
they paid in taxes. 
se figures had tremendous impact in places like 
New York, Boston and Detroit, where fiscal problems 
_in_.public services. And. the 
nnact was AHaananed when it became clear 
uch of the inflow of federal dollars to ne surrden 
for defense spending — army bases,-shipyards,-elec- 
-tronics and others. 

The defense share of the total of all wages and sal- 
aries in the South and West is 15.6 percent, but in the 
Northeast and Midwest, it is 5.7 percent. Other

‘s all <@haping Up” as a new “economic war 
between the states, and that’s a big mistake, for the 
sunbelt is not as rich as some would make out, while 
the north is not'as poor. The facile assumptions that 
one region is getting fat while another is dying are 
without basis. 

The South, for example, is still behind other regions 
tn per capita income. -Yes, it is.growing a lot faster 
than the rest of the country, but it starts from so far 
behind that current arguments on regional favoritism 
are flawed. A larger proportion of the nation's poor 
still lives in the South and there's little indication that 
the dramatic economic expansion has cut their num-~ 
bers. The regional economic boom has not reached 
southern blacks, who still lag behind other Americans 
in_income_ and jobs. 

Instead of arguing about where federal funds are 
spent it would be more fruitful to concentrate on who 


. gets them and for what purpose. 


With the exception of a handful of states, most of 
the country shares a need for federal job programs, a 
mix of training, public service, and stimulation of 
private sector hiring. Scrapping over the geo- 
graphical distribution of needed programs is fruitiess; 
the measure should be need, not place.

Free Hot Lunches To 
School Age Children 


The East Side YMCA-has 
announced it will provide 
free hot lunches and hot 
dinners for all school-age 
children who ‘register for 
the meals for as long as 
schools in the Columbus 
area are closed due to the 
current energy crisis. 

Funding for the 
emergency program has 
been provided by the US. 
Dept. of Agriculture’s Food 
and Nutrition Service—un- 
der the USDA's After 
School Child Care 
Program. 

According to Clifford 
Rose, executive director of 
the East Side Branch, 
meals will be prepared and 
served at the branch only. 

In order to receive the 
free meals, children need 
only pre-register at the 
branch, 130 Woodland 
Ave. It is not necessary 
that children be members 
of the YMCA, and no. pre- 
registration surveys or 
similar reporting is 
necessary. 

“Under terms of the 


special -grant,”’ Rose said, - 


“we have received the fun- 
ding and authorization to 
provide food for all school- 
age children who want it 
tor the’ duration “of this 
crisis. The only paperwork 
involved for these students 
is to provide us with 
names, addresses, and 


. similar_very_basic._infor. 


mation in order for us to 
maintain basic records for 
program accounting pur- 


* poses.” 


Rose also said that, with 
the exception of the swim- 
ming program, all facilities 
of the Branch will continue 
to operate days and 
evenings for the duration 
of the period that schools 
are closed. “We are very 
much aware that at times 
like these, boys and girls in 
our community need a 
place where they.can par- 
ticipate in organized~ac= 
tivities with others during 
hours that would normally 
be filled with school 
programs. It is our hope 
that parents throughout 
the area will encourage 
their children to participate 
in these programs and to 
take advantage of the 
facilities the YMCA has 
available at this time.”
